In last week’s Sparks column I shared that I will be taking some time off from parish 
life to finish my Doctorate of Ministry in Preaching from Aquinas Institute of 
Theology in St. Louis, MO. My plan is to leave for St. Louis on January 12 and return 
the first week of March. Here are several aspects of my thesis that I will be writing on 
in the next two months. 

The title of my thesis is Incorporating Visio Divina into Preaching Preparation. My 
hypothesis is this: The prayer practice of Visio Divina, that can enable the preacher to 
see and interpret the Gospel of Christ in a new light, giving the preacher more creative 
ways to illuminate the Word, which will then allow the hearers to engage more actively 
in the homily, by seeing and hearing the Word of God more deeply and fully.

Visio Divina is derived from the ancient monastic practice of Lectio Divina, or holy 
reading, which is a spiritual discipline of meditative scripture study. In Lectio Divina a 
person reads a passage of scripture as an act of contemplation; in Visio Divina a 
person looks at an image as an act of contemplation, seeking an experience of the 
Word. 

There are a number of scripture texts that support this visual theology. In Luke 2:29- 
32, Simeon’s salvation is offered to him through the gift of seeing. In Matthew 13:16- 
17, Jesus says: “But blessed are your eyes, because they see.” In 1 John 1:1-3, ‘What 
was from the beginning, what we have heard, what we have seen with our eyes, what 
we looked upon and touched with our hands, concerns the Word of Life—for the life 
was made visible; we have seen it and testify to it and proclaim to you the eternal life 
that was with the Father and was made visible to us—what we have seen and heard 
we proclaim now to you, so that you, too, may have fellowship with us; for our 
fellowship is with the Father and with his Son, Jesus Christ.” 

There also theological underpinnings of Visio Divina that are grounded in the premise 
of helping people to see the face of God, the one we call Beautiful. Church Father 
John of Damascus says: “Just as words speak to the ear, so the image speaks to the 
sight; it brings us understanding.” This painted word is about seeing the salvation of 
Christ. He goes on to say: “Since Christ is no longer physically present, we hear his 
words and read from books, and by hearing our souls are sanctified and filled with 
blessings. And so we worship, honoring the books from which we hear his words. So 
also through the painting of images we are able to contemplate the likeness of his 
bodily form, his miracles, his passion, and thus are sanctified, blessed, and filled with 
joy.” 

Richard Viladesau speaks of how sacred art enhances the proclamation of the Word: 
First the study of Christian art can serve as an important aid to the history of theology; 
second, the art model of reflection and embodiment of Christian ideas and values. Art 
reveals significant aspects of the human situation to which God’s Word is addressed. 

Joan Chittister, touches on a need for the constant practice of Visio Divina: “We must 
seek beauty, study beauty, and surround ourselves with beauty. To revivify the soul of 
the world, we ourselves must become beauty... To be contemplative we must remove 
the clutter from our lives, surround ourselves with beauty, and consciously, 
relentlessly, persistently, give it away until the tiny world for which we ourselves are 
responsible begins to reflect the raw beauty that is God.” 

Let us keep one another in prayer.
